Twelve  players 
returned  to  the  program,  in  just  its  fourth  year,  while  first- 
year  coach  Ed  McNally  recruited  additional  members ^to 
bring  the  roster  up  to  1 8. 

Senior  Jessica  Lemke  was  a  key  both  offensively  and 
defensively  as  she  managed  the  back  line.  At  season-end, 
she  was  the  team's  leading  scorer  with  five  goals  and  five 
assists.  Sophmore  Heidi  Homeman  assisted  offensively  as 
well  by  netting  five  goals.  The  1999-2000  school  year  also 
marked  the  graduation  of  both  Jenn  Koning  and  Dawn 
Micele,  who  were  with  the  program  from  its  start.

While  they  were  there  the  students  ate  at  a 
Mexican  resturant  and  visited  an  art  museum.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
year  the  group  held  a  Hawaiian  Luau.  The  event  had  a  fairly  high 
turnout  with  approxmately  20  students  taking  part.  The  end  of  the  year 
event  for  the  group  was  a  pizza  party.  They  were  joined  by  various 
alumni  and  past  presidents  of  the  group.  Thomas  Martin,  who  worked 
on  starting  the  O A AU  at  Triniy  in  1 99 1 ,  was  present  for  the  metting  as 
well.  Several  notes  of  schievement  adn  awards  werer  handed  out  at 
this  meeting.  Kelly  Craig  won  the  Master  Student  Award  from  the

Honors  Ensemble 


The  goal  of  Trinity 's  honors  ensemble  is  to  make  a  joyful 
noise  to  the  glory  of  God.  They  have  been  doing  just  that.  The 
group,  taken  from  the  most  talented  and  experienced  concert  choir 
members,  began  in  1 988  with  a  quartet  and  has  since  grown  and 
developed  into  the  current  1 3 -member  team.  The  group  of  1 3 
usually  performs  six  to  ten  times  in  a  semester,  often  in  addition  to 
a  tour.  Their  funding  comes  from  gifts  given  in  memory  of  Janet  De 
Maa  Ozinga.
